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"SECRET VIRUSES 
in Apple Trees 


The search is on for latent viruses in apple stocks 
and what effect they may have on our apple varieties

M‘' IST of the apple varieties and 
the vegetatively-propagated ap 
ple rootstocks now in production in 
the United States and in Europe are 
known to contain one or more latent 
viruses. Such plants are symptomless 
“carriers” of viruses that may caus« 
severe disease when the infected plant 
is grafted to a “sensitive” 
rootstock. 

[t is not yet known how deleterious 
these latent viruses are to the pet 
formance of our common apple vari 
eties and vegetative rootstocks. How 
ever, from experiences with other 
plants (potatoes, strawberries, chet 
would expect that the 
amount of damage varies with the 
sensitivity of the variety. 

An example of varietal 
was demonstrated in man) 
orchards by the use of Virginia crab 
asa body stock.When scion varieties 
were used that carried the stem pitting 
virus (SPV), the resulting tree was 
dwarfed, open centered, and less pro 
ductive than normal.

Identification of SPV is made by 
grafting a scion or placing a bud from 
the plant to be tested into a SP\V-free 
Virginia crab nursery tree (usually 
during its first year of growth). If the 
test tree contains SPV, the

A second latent virus in apple has 
recently been identified and called 
chlorotic leaf spot virus (CLSV). 
Most apple varieties appear relatively 
nonsensitive to it, but a number of 
Malus species are highly sensitive. 
One of the best indicator plants is a 
Russian apple (R12740-7A)_ that 
originated from seed received by Uni- 
versity of Illinois in 1935 from Rus- 
sia. 

When tissue from an infected tree 
is grafted on R12740-7A trees at bud- 
break, the virus induces within six to 
eight weeks a leaf spot, unilateral leaf

distortion, and scattered areas of 
necrosis and pitting in the cambial 
region of the stem of the new shoot.

CLSV is very widespread among 
our older varieties. twenty or more 
tree samples of the three varieties, 
Delicious, Jonathan, and Turley, were 
drawn from orchards in Indiana and 
indexed for two successive years on 
the Russian indicator variety. Eighty 
to 90% of the trees indexed positive 
for CLSV. 

Some 27 stools each of the root 
stocks EM II, EM VII, and EM IX 
have also been indexed at Purdue for

WASHINGTON APPLE 
STANDARDS CHANGE 


OUR changes in Washington state 

apple standards were put into effect 
in September by State Director of Agri- 
culture Joe Dwyer. The changes were 
proposed by the grade and pack com- 
mittee of Washington State Horticultural 
Association at a public hearing held 
earlier in the month. 


The changes are: 


1) In. consumer packages, including 
those which contain 10 pounds or less, 
tolerances applying to size and grade 
defects will be determined by averag- 
ing the lot rather than on an individual 
package basis. 


2) A new gift grade is established, 
permitting the mixing of varieties of 
apples and pears in an individual gift 
package. Such packages may be iden- 
tified on the label as “gift grade.” Such 
packages must contain Extra Fancy 
grade or better apples and U. S. No. 1 
grade or better pears. 


3) In the green and yellow varieties, 
well-healed growth cracks no more than 
Ve inch in length will be permitted in 
the Extra Fancy grade and no more 
than “% inch in length in the Fancy 
grade. Such growth cracks are charac- 
teristic in the Golden Delicious variety 
grown at higher altitudes and do not 
impair the appearance or quality of 
the fruit. 


4) The color requirement in the Fancy 
grade for some partial red varieties such 
as Jonathan and Mcintosh is increased 
from 10 to 15%. The color require- 
ment in the Fancy grade for Romes re- 
mains at 10%. The color requirement 
in the Fancy grade for the Red, Red 
sport, and Standard Delicious varieties 
remains at 20%.
